3.RICHARD JACKSON 1.GEORGE JACKSON 


Richard Jackson was born in England about 1582 and died June 22, 
1672 in Nassau County NY. He married Isabel Maltby in Nottinghamshire, 
England about 1619. Isabella, a daughter of John and Elizabeth (Greaves) 
Maltby, was born in Cambridge, England in 1586 and died February 12, 
1661 in Suffolk County NY. It is believed that this Jackson family came 
to America with the first Winthrop fleet of 1630-1631. Richard owned a 
tract of land at Southold MA as early as 1640. 
Richard married Elizabeth (Key) Brown May 12, 1662 in Middlesex County 
MA. Elizabeth, a daughter of William Key, was born about 1598 in 
Middlesex County, MA and died in 1677 in Plymouth, MA.

7.ROBERT JACKSON 3.RICHARD JACKSON 1.GEORGE JACKSON 


Robert Jackson, a son of Richard and Isabel (Maltby) Jackson, was 
born at Scrooby, England in 1620 and died at Hempstead, Long Island, 
NY in October 1685. He married Agnes Washburn in 1644. Agnes was a 
daughter of William and Jane (Whitehead) Washburn. 

Robert was among a group of settlers who migrated from Southold 
Mass. to Wethersfield and Stamford, Connecticut and from there to the 
west end of Long Island, where they established Hempstead in 1643. 
This was the first distinctly English settlement in a Dutch ruled 


colony. In 1656, "Robert Jackson and others wished to improve their 
labors" and applied to Governor Stuyvesant for permission to begin 
plantations toward Canarsie and Jamaica. They also requested mor 


liberty and a representative government. 

After the Dutch surrender to the English on August 27, 1664, the 
colony was renamed New York. Govern Nichol called a convention of two 
delegates from each Long Island town to frame a code of laws to govern 
the colony. This convention was held at Hempstead February 28, 1665, 
with Robert Jackson and John Hicks representing Hempstead. The code 
of laws written at this convention remained in force until after the 
Revolution. 

Robert's will, dated May 25, 1683 and proved October 13, 1685, is 
found in Will Book A in Queens County, NY.

John Jackson, a son of Robert and Agnes (Washburn) Jackson, was 
born at Hempstead, Long Island, NY in 1645 and died at Jerusalem, NY 
December 6, 1725. John married Elizabeth Seaman in 1672. Elizabeth, a 
daughter of John and Elizabeth (Strickland) Seaman, was born on Long 
Island about 1653. 

John was a member of the Assembly in 1664 when the Colony of New 
York was established. He is recorded as Captain of the Queen's Troops 
in 1689, as a Juryman in 1691, as High Sheriff 1693-1716, 
Representative to the Colonial Legislature in 1699, Justice of the 
Peace in 1700, as Lieutenant Colonel in 1701, as Colonel December 30, 
1701, as a member of the Protestant Petition to King William III in 
1703, as Commissioner of Highway 171-1723 and as Judge of Queen's 
County from 1723 until his death in 1725. 

His will is dated August 26, 1724 and was probated December 6, 
725% 
I, JOHN JACKSON, of Hempstead, in Queens County, Esquire being well in 
body. 
I leave to my son, Samuel Jackson, the house and land that I now dwell 
upon at Jerusalem, beginning at the northwest corner of the land by the 
south side of the road that parts my land and the Seaman's tract of 
land, and so to run on the east side of the road that leads to the South 
till it comes to the fence 
on the south side of my young orchard, and so to run east as the fence 
stands till it cometh to the fence that parts my son John Jackson's land 
and my land that I now dwell on, and then to run east as the fence 
stands, to the east end of it; and from thence a due east line to the 
east end of my land; and then to run north as the lines of my land runs 
to the north side of it, and then as the path goeth to the bounds first 
mentioned; also the land where his house standeth, bounded west by the 
road that leads to South, south by land of Joshua Barnes, north by fence 
that parts the land of my son John and my land that I now dwell on. And 
these pieces are to contain one half of my tract of land that lyeth ina 
body at Jerusalem. I leave to my son John the tract of land where he now 
dwelleth at Jerusalem, being the equal 1/2 of said tract of land; also 3 
lots of meadow and all the upland on the "Half Neck," so called; also a 
piece of land on the Great Neck, above the Indian path or road across 
the Neck, adjoining to the Half Neck brook, 24 acres which he now hath 
in his possession; Also my 3 1/2 lots of meadow on the Great Neck, to 
the west of the Parsonage lot of meadow, bounded west by the Ditch, and 
all the upland that lyeth above the said meadow and to the neck fence, 
westward of Ireland's path; also 1/2 of that piece of land on the west 
side of Great Neck, north of the 8 acre lot, including my 8 acre lot I 
bought of Peter Titus, and south of Joshua Barnes' land. And he is to 
have the north end of the piece of land adjoining to Joshua Barnes' 
land. I leave to my son Samuel all my meadow and upland on the east side 
of Great Neck, bounded west by the Parsonage meadow, south by Ireland's 
path, north by the neck and east by the Half Neck brook; also that 
parcel of land and meadow lying on the Great Neck, east of the 8 acre 
lot and west of the path to South; Also the south half of the lot above 


the 8 acre lot including 1/2 of the 8 acre lot I bought of Peter Titus; 
Also another piece of land lying on the east side of Joshua Barnes' 
homestead, and west of the 50 acre lot; being 34 acres and 148 rods; 
also 50 acres of land lying between Jerusalem swamp and Birdsall's 
swamp, bounded east by Jerusalem brook, and west by the brook of 
Birdsall's swamp, north by Thomas Seaman and running west to Birdsall's 
swamp or Little meadow brook, and extending down south till it makes 50 
acres; Also my house and barn and 4 home lots in the Town Plot of 
Hempstead, and one lot of meadow he now has. I also leave to him John 
Hewes' right in the undivided lands of Hempstead. I leave to my son John 
79 acres of land to be taken up on my right in the Town of Hempstead; 
also 100 acres to be taken up on the same right. I leave to my son, 
James Jackson, 156 acres of land to be taken up on my right. And I leave 
to my three sons all the remainder of my estate in Hempstead or 
elsewhere, both divided and undivided, and Hollows on the Plains, and Ox 
Pasture rights in both Ox Pastures, and all my rights in the Patent of 
Hempstead. I leave to my daughter, Elizabeth Doughty, a negro girl. To 
my daughter, Martha Titus, another negro girl called "Nanny," 

"IT will that the first girl that Nanny hath after the date of these 
presents, shall be to my daughter Hannah Seaman, and she shall have it 
when it is fit to wean." "And when my daughter Martha dieth, then Nanny 
shall be to my grand-daughter, Elizabeth Titus." 

" T leave to my son-in-law, Jeckomiah Scott, the negro woman he has in 
his possession, until his youngest children are of age, and then she or 
her value shall be divided among his four daughters. " 

I leave to my daughter, Sarah Barnes, a negro girl. To my daughter, 
Elizabeth Doughty, my best bed, and to the four daughters of my 
daughter, Mary Scott, deceased, my next best bed. I make my trusty 
friends, Captain John Tredwell and my three sons, executors.

James Jackson, a son of John and Elizabeth (Seaman) Jackson, was

31, 1675 and die April 12, 1730. After Rebecca's death, James married

On October 31, 1733, when Rhode Island and Massachusetts had a 
boundary dispute, they chose Isaac Hicks of Hempstead and James 
Jackson of Flushing as referees. The Rhode Island faction were so 
"pleased with their [referees] conduct therein that the Colony (Rhode 
Island) voted each of them a silver tankard of value fifty pounds with 
the Arms of the Colony handsomely engraved thereon, as an 
acknowledgement of their assistance in endeavoring to reconcile and 
put an end to the dispute between the two governments." 

James' will was dated September 7, 1735. 

I, JAMES JACKSON, of Flushing, in Queens County, yeoman, being sick. I 
leave to my wife Abigail the use of 250 pounds, and a negro girl. After 
her decease, 100 pounds are to be paid to my sons, William, Joseph, 
Richard, Robert, Samuel, Stephen, Benjamin, Thomas, James and John; the 
negro girl to my daughters Rebecca Seaman, Charity Dingee, Elizabeth 
Field, Hannah Hicks, Martha Jackson, Phebe Randall, and Jemima Hicks, 
"to be equally divided after being sold." My executors are to sell all 
lands to the best advantage. I leave to Jacob, Stephen, and John 
Townsend, sons of Nathaniel Townsend, 15 pounds each. I leave to my 
daughters above named 155 pounds, and all my movables. My daughter, 
Sarah Clements, to whom I have given a negro woman, shall have 60 
pounds. I leave to my sons, Joseph, Richard, Robert and Samuel, o50 
each; and to my sons, Stephen and Benjamin, 70 pounds each. All the rest 
of my estate to all my sons. Mentions bond to James Burling for 100 
pounds. I make my sons, Richard and Samuel, and Henry Hicks, executors.

I leave to my wife Jane, all my 
household goods within doors, her choice of one horse; my said sons to 
purchase at joint expense, a good riding chair, and wench; Also, an 
annuity of 50 pounds while my widow, payable by my sons jointly and 
equally; Also, the use of the west room in the house where I now live,

After the decease of said Micah Jackson, the other 
equal half of said house, lands and meadow, so limited, unto the first 
son of said Micah Jackson, etc., in like manner as above. Should either 
Richard Jackson Seaman and Micah Jackson die without male issue, the 
part of him so dying to go to the survivor, or his issue, as above. All 
said property to be subject to the privileges herein before given to my 
said wife. Should my son Jacob die without issue male, and leaves more 
than one daughter, then Richard Jackson Seaman and Micah Jackson, and 
their issue male, shall as soon as conveniently may be, out of income of 
said property, pay to each daughter, 100 pounds. Unto my son Jacob, 11 
acres, at north end of my western most great lot of meadow on Half Neck; 
Also, two lots on Seaman's Neck adjoining land he bought of James Pool; 
Also, unto Jacob, two negro boys (one named Tice; the other Jef), the 
choice of one pair of oxen, two cows, six young cattle, and seven hogs, 
two plows, one ox-cart, two hoes, two axes, etc. Unto my son Richard, my 
negro man named Peter, my negro boy Elijah. The residue unto my two said 
sons, Richard and Jacob, equally, as tenants in common, they paying my 
debts and legacies. Unto my daughter Jane, the use of 300 pounds for 
life; at her death, the same unto her son, Richard Jackson Seaman, 
payable by my said two sons; should he die in her lifetime without 
issue, then to her surviving child or children; should she leave none, 
then to sink into the residue of the estate for my two sons. Unto my 
granddaughter Charity, daughter of my daughter Mary, 300 pounds, payable 
by my sons when she is twenty-one, or married; if she dies under age and 
unmarried, then said sum to sink back into the residue of my estate. I 
make my sons, Richard and Jacob, executors.

At her death the Pool property and the 
two adjoining lots to go to her two sons, Richard Jackson Seaman and 
Jacob Jackson Seaman, in equal shares. Also, unto Jane, the horse and 
three cows now in her possession; Also, during life, privilege of 
firewood and timber on my land on Seaman's Neck to the northward of 
above devise; Also, of five wagon loads of salt hay on meadow devised to 
my son Richard, the same from meadow given to Jacob, yearly; Also, 
pasture to fatten one cow yearly on land on Half Neck given to my two 
sons; Also, pasture for horse on Half Neck in the Spring of the year. 
Neither she nor her husband to have right to sell said firewood, timber, 
hay or grass. What is here given is additional to bequests made to her 
in my will. Whereas my lands below the highway on Half Neck were willed 
to my two sons equally, now the said land is to be divided by a line to 
run from the highway to the meadow; Richard to the easternmost and Jacob 
the westernmost. Lot given to Richard joining to his barn, is to be 
bounded southerly by the lot whereon the barn now stands, etc. My son 
Jacob to pay to my son Richard, 200 pounds with interest from the date 
hereof, within one year after my death.

Edward Jackson, a son of Joseph and Mary Ann (Robinson) Jackson, was born at Rockaway, NJ in 
1741 and died in June 1807 at Freeman's Creek, Harrison County Va (WV). He married Martha Miller 
in NJ in 1762. 

Edward was one of the 180 persons who signed the Article of Associates of the Freeholders and 
Inhabitants of Pequanock, Morris County, NJ, pledging themselves to support the action of the 
Continental and Provincial Congress in defending the Constitution. 

About 1768, Edward and Martha and three children moved to Fayette County, PA. Edward enlisted 
in Captain John Willis' Company of the Second Virginia Regiment on August 13, 1776. He was 
transferred to Captain Marquis Colme's Company in 1777. Traditional family history states that 
Edward crossed the Delaware with General Washington on December 26, 1776. 

When the Second Virginia Regiment was ordered to join the Army of the Delaware, Edward's 17 
year old son, Stephen enlisted. Father and son marched to Virginia where they were both wounded 
in the Battle of Yorktown. 

After the end of the Revolution, Edward and his family left PA and moved to Harrison County 
VA. Edward's name appears as grantee on Harrison county deeds dated April 1792 September 1806. 
These were probably grants for land warrants issued as compensation for Edward's military service. 
Edward's will is dated May 7, 1807 and an inventory of his estate 
recorded June 29, 1807 names ten children.

Benjamin Jackson, a son of Joseph and Mary Ann (Robinson) Jackson, 
was born August 20, 1742 or 44 or March 5, 1750,51,or 52 in Morris 
County NJ and died in Knox County OH June 6, 1842. He married Abigail 
Mitchell in NJ August 20, 1774. Abigail was born in Elizabeth N.J. 
December 5, 1755. 

While residing in Morris County N.J. Benjamin enlisted and served as 
a Sergeant with the New Jersey troops, as follows: - From sometime in 
June 1776, five months in Captain Josiah Hall's company, two months of 
which was in Colonel Josiah Ward's company, two months of which was in 
Colonel Jacob Ford's Regiment, again in 1777, one month in Captain 
Benjamin Miner's company, Colonel Spencer's regiment and was in two 
skirmishes; in 1778, two months in Captain Josiah Hall's company, 
Colonel Drake's regiment; again in 1778 one month in Captain Job Allen's 
company. He was also out on scouts and alarms at various times, 
amounting to about three months. He was allowed pension on his 
application executed June 13 1833 at which time was living in Morris 
Township, Knox County, Ohio, having moved there in 1812. 

The above data were obtained from the papers on file in pension claim, 
S.4430 based upon the Revolutionary War service of Benjamin Jackson. 
Some old ancestral records have designated him as a Major. He may have 
been a Sergeant-Major, then later as complimentary to him may have 


dropped the Sargeant and remembered the major. He later removed to 
Bellville, Richland County Ohio, where his son Benjamin Jr. lived. He 
and his wife Abigail are buried in the old cemetery at Belleville. Th 
inscription on his monument reads "Benjamin Jackson died June 6 1842 
aged 91 years, 3 months." Hers reads "Abigail wife of Benjamin Jackson 
died Nov 1 1843, aged 88 years, 10 months, 25 days."
